No. CCI/SPE/32/54/1592. — Whereas there is reason to believe that licence 
No. 213264/53, dated the 11th March, 1954 valued at Rs. 4,800 for import from 
Soft Currency Area except South Africa, of cycles, granted to Messrs C. S. 
Mellaram and Sons, Bombay, was issued inadvertantly by the Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports, Bombay, and whereas no reference has been received 
from the firm, from any bank or any other party who may be interested in 
the said licence, in response to Notice No. CCI/SPE/32/54, dated the 2nd June,* 
1954, asking the said firm why the said licence should not be cancelled, the 
Chief Controller of imports, in exercise of the powers specified in the Schedule 
to the late Ministry of Commerce Notification No. 4-ITC/48, dated the 1st May, 
1948, hereby cancels the said licence No. 213264/53 dated the 11th March, 1954, 
issued to the said Messrs C. S, Mellaram and Sons, Bombay.
